1945. The latter is in reply to a Top-Secret 
pouch memorandum which was sent by this branch 
to our representative in Caserta on 6 February 
1945. 

Tour attention is particularly Invited to pages 
III and TV (paragraph B) and pages 11 to 14 
(paragraphs 24 to 27) of the above-named study, 
also paragraphs 7 and 8" of the Caserta pouch 
letter. - 

Since Zsolt ARADI appears to c constitute a major 
threat to SI-CE security, we 'believe it would serve 
SI interests to bar ARADI from having "access to ^ 
SI-CE files and plans, including those referring 
to the Dawes and Dey Missions
